ſome reaſonable time diſcover to the Lords of his Majeſties 
Councell ; And although they ſhould. wickedly. forſwear 
themſelves, yet it may herein do good, to make them known 
to be falſe and perjured to thoſe who employ them, and ther- 
by. bring them into as little credic with them as with us, That:
